!• On 8 October, we received from UPSWUNG a memorandum concerning the 
efforts of an American OenerEil fnu DOCKRELL to obtain the text of Walter HAGEN *s 
book Cntemebmen Bernhard* (Walter HAGEK is identical with Wilhelm HOETTL.) 
Apparently General DOCKRELL is particularly interested in that part of the book 
concerning the Munich banker Georg *SPITZ* Shortly after the first edition of 
HOETTL »s book appeared, SPITZ bought up all copies and in the subsequent edition, 
derogatory information on SPITZ was glossed over. The derogatory information 
concerns SPITZ 's involvement in distribution by fnu SCHWEND of counterfeit 
English pound notes printed by the RSHA. UPSWING gave us two photocopies of 
pages 265 to 271 of the original edition of the book and requested that if llhe 
{oetexiial is passed to General DOCKRELL it be done in such a way as to protect 
the UPSWING source* 

2* MB is unable to identify General DOCKRELL* Attached are the photocopies 
fuiviished by UPSWING, to be given to G-2 USAREUR for further action. UPSWING 
should not be revealed as the source* Should G-2 be unable to determine who is 
interested in SPITZ, we suggest they send the material to thair Headquarters* 

We note that according to HEID-3016, 12 October 1959 (not sent to EE), the 
Peruvian Army G-2 is interested in a man who may be identical with SCHWEND of 
paragraph 1 above* 

3* MB files show that in September 1956 the Bf7 requested traces SPITZ 
(through the CIC Liaison Office in Bonn)* The Bf7 request contained the saine 
information on SPITZ as provided in UPSWING'S memorandiim.
